THE  FOSTER  FAMILY 

History  is  but  a  record  of  the  life  and  career  of  people 
and  the  historian,  in  rescuing  from  oblivion  the  life  of  a  par¬ 
ticular  family,  has  a  very  pleasant  task.  Standing  as  I  have, 
down  the  stream  of  time,  far  removed  from  its  source,  I  have 
tried  to  retrace,  with  patience  and  care,  its  meanderings, 
guided  by  the  relics  of  the  past  which  lie  upon  its  shores, 
growing  fainter  and  still  more  faint  and  uncertain  as  I  have 
neared  its  fountain,  ofttimes  concealed  in  the  debris  of  ages, 
and  in  mists  and  darkness  impenetrable.  Written  records 
grow  less  and  less  explicit,  and  finally  fail  altogether,  as  I 
approach  the  beginning  of  the  life  I  am  trying  to  rescue  from 
the  gloom  of  a  rapidly  receding  past. 

Memory,  wonderful  as  are  its  powers,  is  yet,  frequently 
at  fault;  and  only  by  comparison  of  its  many  aggregations 
can  he  be  satisfied  that  he  is  pursuing  stable  footed  truth  in 
his  researches  amid  the  early  paths  of  his  subject. 

It  cannot  then  be  unimportant  or  uninteresting  to  trace 
the  progress  of  this  family’s  gratifying  development,  from 
their  crude  beginnings  to  their  present  proud  positions  among 
other  people. 

The  old  pioneers  are  fast  sinking  to  rest  after  the  toils 
and  privations  of  the  border,  whither  they  came  buoyed  up 
with  hope  and  nerved  with  rigor,  to  build  for  themselves  and 
their  loved  ones  amid  the  beautiful  surroundings.  Here  and 
there  a  white  haired  veteran,  bowed  with  the  weight  of  years 
and  the  unremitting  toil  of  pioneer  life,  remains  an  interesting 
relic  of  the  fast  fading  times. 

Individual  success  is  a  proof  of  triumphant  energy,  and 
pledges  a  like  career  to  corresponding  enterprises. 

All  of  the  people  whose  names  appear  in  this  biography 
and  who  are  now  living  can  rest  assured  that  their  parents 
and  grand  parents  in  the  humble  log  cabins,  which  were  then 
the  only  places  to  live  assisted  in  founding  a  country  which 
has  been  of  the  greatest  good  to  subsequent  generations.  But 
we  of  the  present  day,  who  have  come  into  our  pleasant  places 
through  the  toils  and  privations  of  the  pioneers,  have  no  con¬ 
ception  of  the  rugged,  thorny  paths  those  heroes  and  heroines 
patiently  and  hopefully  trod  for  many  long  weary  years. 

The  first  settlers  who  came  to  Lovington  Township  were 
Joe  Davidson  and  Wm.  Martin  in  1829  who  settled  on  the  S. 
E.  y4  of  Sec.  28.  This  place  is  close  to  the  old  Allen  Clore 
brick  house  mile  west  of  Lovington,  now  owned  by  J.  L. 
Pierce.  James  Cunningham  came  in  1830,  Allen  Clore  in  1833, 
Joshua  Silky,  great,  great,  grandfather  of  Jack  Foster  Wilt 
who  is  the  husband  of  Margaret  Olive  “Munch”  Wilt  the 
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writer’s  daughter,  came  in  1830  from  Indiana  and  settled  in 
the  Cushman  neighborhood.  Nick  Foster,  grandson  of  James 
Foster  ( 1818-1887)  married  into  the  Selby  family  bringing  the 
early  Foster  and  Selby  pioneer  families  together. 

Abraham  Keller,  a  native  of  Virginia  and  grandfather  of 
Mrs.  David  Kingrey  and  great,  great,  grandfather  of  Mrs. 
Bell  Gould  came  in  1832.  Mr.  Keller  started  a  store  about 
this  same  time  and  we  are  fortunate  enough  to  secure  two 
pages  from  his  day  book  or  ledger  dating  back  to  this  time, 
1832  to  1835,  which  we  have  framed. 

Joseph  and  Solomon  Hostetler,  two  brothers  who  were 
great  uncles  of  Margaret  “Boggs”  Hostetler  who  is  the  grand¬ 
mother  of  Frank  H.  Foster’s  children  came  from  Kentucky  in 
1832.  Joseph  was  a  Christian  minister  and  died  in  1870.  Jacob 
Pea,  father  of  Eric  Pea,  came  in  1830.  Zenos  Prather  and 
James  Cunningham  came  the  same  year.  The  Rhodes,  Henry 
Snyder,  Nathan  Stevens,  and  Abraham  Keller,  grandfather 
of  Mrs.  Frank  Gould,  all  came  in  1831.  Abraham  Southern 
came  in  1832.  Samuel  Finlay,  David  Howell,  Col.  Allen  Clore, 
and  Wm.  Wood,  came  in  1833.  Andy  Foster  came  in  1844. 

The  first  grave  yard  was  a  private  ground  of  Henry  Sny¬ 
der  situated  on  the  east  side  of  Sec.  28,  just  west  over  the 
fence  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  Purdue’s  home.  It  was  in  the 
north  east  corner  of  Jim  Pearce’s  pasture  where  the  large 
maple  trees  are  and  consisted  of  about  20  graves. 

The  old  plowed-furrow  Springfield  road  which  passes 
thru  Lovington  was  surveyed  in  1828  and  ran  from  Paris  in 
Edgar  County  to  Springfield,  Illinois. 

The  first  building  built  in  Lovington  proper  after  the 
Black  Horse  Tavern  was  built  in  the  fall  of  1849  by  Elijah 
Wingate.  It  was  a  small  frame  dwelling  on  the  spot  where 
Andrew  Foster’s  house  stood,  just  west  of  Aunt  Ella  Lewis 
house.

It  is  understood  that  this  John  Foster  Sr.  was  going  to 
run  for  justice  of  the  peace  and  before  he  could  run  it  was 
necessary  for  him  to  sign  and  swear  to  this  oath  of  allegiance 
from  the  King  of  England. 

This  day  came  into  open  court  John  Foster,  a  native  of 
Ireland,  and  applied  for  naturalization  and  made  the  following 
oath  to  wit: 

The  state  of  Ohio,  Pickaway  county,  John  Foster  being 
duly  sworn  departeth  and  sayeth  that  he  is  a  native  of  Ireland, 
that  he  arrived  in  the  United  States  of  America  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Ninety  One. 
This  deponent  then  being  a  minor  and  in  his  twelfth  year, 
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that  he  has  resided  in  the  United  States  ever  since,  that  he 
came  to  this  state  about  the  year  Eighteen  Hundred  Eleven 
and  in  the  year  Eighteen  Hundred  Thirteen  came  to  Pickaway 
county,  Ohio  and  has  resided  in  this  and  Fayette  county  ever 
since  and  further  not.

John  Foster  Sr.  was  born  in  north  Ireland  in  1779.  Died 
2  mile  north  west  of  Lovington,  Ill.,  Aug.  16th,  1852.  Married 
Eleanor  Morrow  Nov.  5th,  1801,  born  1774,  died  Sept.  12th, 
1862,  at  Lovington,  Ill.  Both  buried  in  Hewitt  Cemetery. 

Both  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in  1791,  coming  over 
on  the  same  boat  and  formed  an  acquaintance  which  resulted 
in  their  marriage  in  Pennsylvania  in  1801.  He  was  a  school 
teacher  and  taught  in  Penna.,  Ohio  and  Moultrie  Co.,  Ill.  They 
moved  from  Ohio  to  Illinois  in  1848  and  settled  on  70  acres  of 
land  where  Vernie  Winings  now  lives  and  built  a  two  room 
log  cabin  about  x/%  mile  straight  east  of  where  Mr.  Vernie 
Winings  house  now  sits  (1946).

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ANDREW  FOSTER 

AN  AGED  PIONEER  PASSED  TO  THE  GREAT  BEYOND 

Uncle  Andy  Foster  one  of  the  pioneers  of  this  country 
and  one  of  the  oldest  citizens  of  this  township,  died  last  Fri¬ 
day  evening  after  a  long  illness.  Funeral  services  were  held 
Sunday  afternoon,  conducted  by  Rev.  S.  W.  Beggs.  Inter¬ 
ment  at  the  Hewitt  cemetary,  The  following  interesting 
sketch  was  written  by  the  Honorable  W.  G.  Cochran  of  Sulli¬ 
van,  Ill.,  a  lifelong  friend  of  the  deceased. 

Andy  Foster  was  born  in  Ross  County,  Ohio,  Sept.  24, 
1816.  He  was  the  third  son  of  eleven  children  of  John  Foster 
Sr.  and  Eleanor  Morrow  Foster.  His  parents  were  natives 
of  Ireland  and  came  from  the  county  Cork  to  the  United 
States  about  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  war.  When  they 
made  the  voyage  they  were  unmarried  and  formed  an  ac- 
quaintence,  which  resulted  in  their  marriage  in  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania  about  1812.  They  crossed  the  ocean  in  the 
same  vessel  and  were  about  the  same  age. 

John  Foster  was  an  Irish  school  master,  and  taught 
school  in  Pennsylvania,  Ohio  and  Moultrie  County,  Ill.  He 
was  the  kind  of  a  teacher  who  inforced  his  ideas  with  the 
hickory  switch  and  the  hazel  rod,  and  most  of  them  that  at¬ 
tended  his  school  had  good  reason  for  never  forgetting  his 
manners  and  enforcements. 

He  moved  from  the  state  of  Ohio  to  the  state  of  Illinois 
in  1848  and  settled  northwest  of  Lovington  about  two  and 
one  half  miles  where  he  lived  with  his  family  until  the  time 
of  his  death  the  16th  of  Aug.  1852.  His  wife  survived  him  ten 
years  and  died  at  Lovington  on  the  12th  of  Sept.  1862. 

They  reared  a  family  of  eleven  children  and  this  sketch  is 
intended  to  perpetuate  the  history  of  the  family,  I  will  here  set 
out  the  names  and  some  of  the  facts  about  each  of  them. 

Charles  Foster  married  and  died  in  Ohio  leaving  two 
children  W.  B.  and  C.  E.  Foster. 

Rossanna  Foster,  the  oldest  daughter  married  a  man  by 
the  name  of  James  Hamilton  and  died  in  Ohio  leaving  two 
children  C.  M.  and  Ellen  Hamilton. 

Margaret  Foster  married  Jeremiah  Thomas  and  died  soon 
after  and  leaving  no  children. 

James  Foster  came  to  Illinois  about  1845  and  lived  in 
what  is  called  the  Crackerneck  neighborhood.  He  died  in 
Lovington  on  the  23rd  day  of  Dec.  1877  leaving  a  large  family 
of  children. 
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John  Foster  was  born  July  24th  1814,  and  is  now  past  92 
years  old  and  is  the  only  member  of  the  family  living.  He 
married  Margaret  Lamb  who  died  Nov.  14,  1905.  They  had  a 
large  family  and  lived  on  a  farm  west  of  Lovington  where 
they  settled  in  1848. 

Susan  the  wife  of  John  Cochran  died  in  Lovington  on 
Apr.  10th  1884  leaving  no  children. 

Eleanor,  wife  of  Cyrus  Welton  died  in  Moultrie  county 
Nov.  23rd  1876  and  left  several  children. 

Isabelle  commonly  called  aunt  Ibby  and  Jane  commonly 
called  Jennie  were  twin  sisters  and  were  so  much  alike  even 
in  their  old  age  that  their  relatives  were  often  mistaken  when 
they  met  them  as  to  which  one  they  were  addressing.  Isa¬ 
belle  married  Captain  Andrew  Gregory  (grandfather  of  James 
Gregory)  a  soldier  of  the  war  of  1812  in  Pickaway  county, 
Ohio,  where  he  died  several  years  after  their  marriage.  She 
then  moved  to  Lovington  and  lived  there  until  the  time  of  her 
death  Feb.  19th  1894.  She  left  no  children. 

Jane  married  Andrew  Cochran  and  moved  to  Illinois  in 
1849  and  died  upon  the  farm  which  they  settled  Nov.  20th 
1879.  She  left  five  children.  Andrew  Cochran  her  husband 
died  Jan.  5th  1889. 

Sarah  Foster  was  never  married.  She  died  in  Lovington 
June  22nd  1883. 

Andrew  Foster  the  subject  of  this  sketch  first  married 
Lucinda  Cochran  in  Ross  county,  Ohio  in  1840. 

She  was  one  of  the  best  Christian  women  I  ever  knew. 
They  with  their  two  children  moved  to  Illinois,  Moultrie 
County  and  arrived  here  the  13th  of  Nov.  1844.  He  has  often 
told  me  he  had  just  75  cents  in  money  and  two  teams  of 
horses  and  wagons  besides  his  household  goods  which  he 
brought  with  him. 

He  settled  on  a  tract  of  land  two  and  one  half  miles  north 
west  of  Lovington  where  his  first  wife  died  Oct.  12,  1854 
leaving  four  children,  three  of  whom  are  still  living.  They 
are  Elizabeth  (Aunt  Betty)  Dawson,  mother  of  Grace  Hos¬ 
teler,  Sarah  and  Alta,  Mrs.  Sarah  A.  Gregory  wife  of  James  A. 
Gregory  and  mother  of  Charley,  Lillian  and  Ginerva  and  Mil- 
ton  C.  Foster  of  Chicago,  Ill.  The  eldest  son  John  A.  Foster 
died  of  spinal  meningitis  Apr.  21,  1873. 

A  few  years  after  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  Andrew 
again  married.  This  time  to  Mrs.  Sarah  J.  Lewis,  widow  of  a 
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Dr.  Lewis  of  Ohio,  (mother  of  Web  Lewis,  and  sister  of  uncle 
Billy  Hubbard  and  a  half  sister  of  uncle  Tom  Anderson  and 
sister  of  Byron  Cheevers  mother  who  is  father  of  Herby, 
Harry,  Lillie,  (wife  of  Harry  Kearney),  Adah,  (wife  of  Tom 
Conn)  and  mother  of  Fanny  Conn,  and  Will  Cheever  who  died 
at  the  age  of  twenty  one. 

There  were  born  of  this  marriage  five  sons,  all  of  whom 
are  still  living  and  have  families  of  their  own.  One  of  them 
Alva  E.  (Did)  Foster  has  served  a  term  as  sheriff  of  Moultrie 
county  and  his  brother  Frank  as  deputy  sheriff.  They  are  all 
in  business  for  them  selves  in  this  county. 

Andrew  Foster  was  an  honest,  hard  working  man  and  by 
his  industry  and  economy  he  acquired  quite  a  fortune.  At 
one  time  he  owned  eight  hundred  acres  of  land  near  the  village 
of  Lovington,  now  worth  over  a  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
About  1892  he  retired  from  active  business  and  deeded  his 
land  to  his  children,  reserving  a  home  stead  and  an  annual 
income  sufficient  to  keep  him  and  his  wife  during  their  lives. 
Since  then  he  has  lived  in  the  homestead  in  Lovington,  en¬ 
joying  the  blessings  of  his  friends  and  family.  Having  spent 
an  honest,  active  life  of  many  years  he  has  waited  patiently 
the  time  of  his  departure.  I  want  to  record  here  that  from  a 
a  close  acquaintance  of  more  than  fifty  years  with  him,  I  be¬ 
lieve  him  to  be  one  of  the  most  honest  men  I  have  ever  known 
and  besides  always  being  charitable  to  the  poor.  In  the  early 
day  people  moving  thru  this  county  and  would  meet  with  mis¬ 
fortune  or  have  sickness,  and  they  would  be  compelled  to 
stop  and  camp  in  the  woods  he  was  one  of  the  early  settlers 
who  was  always,  found  ready  to  help  them.  I  never  heard 
him  say  a  harmful  word  of  any  one.  If  this  large  and  respect¬ 
able  generation  who  bear  his  name  would  emulate  his  example 
in  honesty  and  charity  there  would  be  a  great  deal  of  good 
done  in  this  world  for  which  many  people  would  be  thankful. 
In  this  numerous  family  of  11  children  and  their  decendants 
I  have  never  known  but  two  law  suits  between  members  of 
different  families.  I  have  never  known  of  one  of  the  members 
of  the  family  to  be  accused  of  a  serious  crime,  and  I  believe 
none  of  them  have  been  confined  to  the  county  jail  charged 
with  any  crime.  While  there  are  many  families,  perhaps  as 
good  by  nature  and  equally  as  good  by  practice  as  this  Foster 
family,  yet  if  the  ancesters  of  John  Foster  Sr.  could  return 
and  take  a  retrospect  of  all  those  who  bear  his  name  and  re¬ 
lationship  he  would  have  no  regret  that  he  left  the  Emerald 
Isle  and  crossed  the  briny  deep  in  the  same  vessel  with  the  one 
who  he  had  never  known  before,  but  afterward  became  his  life 
partner  and  the  mother  of  this  large  and  intelligent  family. 

These  names  and  dates  if  preserved  by  this  generation 
will  enable  them  to  trace  their  ancestory  back,  at  least  to  the 
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time  when  the  first  one  by  the  name  and  relationship  emi¬ 
grated  to  the  United  States. 

Some  of  these  dates  may  not  be  exactly  correct  as  they 
are  given  from  memory,  but  the  most  of  them  was  taken 
from  the  grave  stones  in  the  Hewitt  grave  yard  by  a  friend 
for  me  and  they  are  correct. 

Andrew  Foster  died  Nov.  20,  1906,  at  about  4  p.  m.  after 
a  long  lingering  illness.  Funeral  services  were  held  on  Sun¬ 
day  Dec.  2,  1906.  His  body  was  laid  to  rest  with  his  many 
relatives  and  friends  in  the  Hewitt  grave  yard  there  to  await 
the  resurrection  and  as  the  years  go  by  some  friend  will  place 
flowers  in  memory  of  good  deeds  and  we  will  forget  his  fail¬ 
ures,  if  he  had  any,  and  who  has  not?.

that  of  my  one  our  present  condition  perhaps  might  bee  bet¬ 
tered  You  therefore  will  have  the  kindness  to  answer  me  on 
the  receit  of  this  and  and  let  me  know  How  you  are  enjoying 
your  self  this  Winter  For  it  wold  afford  me  a  great  deal  of

St.  Catherine,  Canada,  July  10th.  1854. 

Dear  Sarah  once  more  I  take  the  pen  in  hands  in  foaeign 
lands  to  say  that  I  hope  you  are  all  well  and  contented  for  I 
am  not  contented  away  from  home  I  am  now  in  the  wilds  of 
Canada  among  the  Canadians  and  Indians  but  I  find  every- 
very  clever  here  even  more  so  than  in  the  United  States.  I 
have  been  improving  some  in  strength  and  appetite  and  until 
to  day  I  have  been  troubled  with  dirrea  caused  by  a  dose  of 
rhubarb  that  I  took  the  day  before,  but  now  at  5  o’clock  I 
begin  to  feel  hungary  again,  if  scales  are  alike  I  have  gained 
about  4  lbs.  Since  I  left  home  your  medicine  makes  me  quite 
sick  every  time  I  take  it  and  if  you  had  not  bought  it  yourself 
I  should  stop  taking  it  but  as  it  is  I  should  continue  taking  it. 
The  falls  is  the  place  where  all  the  rich  people  go  to  get  rid 
of  their  loose  change,  board  ranges  from  twelve  to  twenty 
dollars  a  week,  the  citizens  of  the  falls  seem  to  think  that 
every  visitor  has  got  a  cord  of  money  laid  away  for  them 
every  year.  Many  a  time  I  have  dreampt  about  coming  home 
and  slipping  in  without  any  of  you  seeing  me.  But  you  may 
look  in  a  week  or  ten  days  from  this  time.  This  sprig  I  send 
you  is  from  the  bank  of  the  Niagars  River  out  of  a  Canadian’s 
fine  Garden,  I  shall  return  to  the  Falls  tomorrow.

In  a  few  years  he  made  four  trips  back  and  moved 
them  all  to  this  state.

In  the 
Lovington  Enterprise  a  weekly  paper  published  at  Lovington 
in  1872  of  which  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  run  across, 
carried  an  advertisement  of  his  general  merchandise  business, 
where  he  challenges  the  world  for  quality  of  merchandise  and 
price.  The  name  of  Foster  has  been  identified  in  business  in 
Lovington  ever  since  the  late  60’ s  to  the  present  day  of  1947. 
Foster  Bros  Co.  which  included  Geo.  E.,  A.  E.  “Did”,  C.  G. 
“Tuck”,  Eura  “Shorty”  and  Frank,  went  into  the  implement 
and  horse  business  when  their  father  Andrew  quit.  Then 
when  the  Foster  Bros  quit  business  two  of  Frank’s  boys  and 
two  of  George  Emery’s  boys  went  into  business. 

Francis  and  Dale  W.  of  the  former  going  into  the  garage 
business  and  Oral  and  Glenn  of  the  latter  going  into  business 
— Glenn  in  the  harness  business  and  now  in  the  auctioneer 
business  and  Oral  in  the  fur,  hide  and  wool  business,  doing 
$175,000  worth  of  business  in  1945.
